mands until all the local people have 
been satisfied and the bank still has a 
s u r p lu s of lending power. 
W ha t be­ 
comes of this? This is whe re credit. 


risin g at th* 
obscure 
local 
source, 
overflows the source and seeks outlets 
to the lakes, gulfs and seas beyond. 
As soon as the local bank has this 
s u r p lu s credit to loan it will send it 
to the big bank in Philadelphia, New 
York or Chicago. 
What 
will 
these 
banks do with the mone y? After they 
have satisfied the needs of the m e r ­ 
c h a n ts in domestic tra d e and foreign 
trade, they may loan the money to a 
b ro k e r on the Stock E xchange who 
loans it to a 
speculator. 
The 
city 
ba nks may loan it to the Bank of E n g ­ 
land or to a bank in G e rm a ny or o the r 
c ountry w here the rate of interest is 
high. Can you fancy, American credit, 
origin at in g in the local bank In Bucks 
County, and oth er places, finding its 
way to a Berlin bank! 
Several h u n ­ 
dred millions of just such cre dit did 
find its way to G e rm a n y and was t r a p ­ 
ped there in 1931. When the G erm an 
, h a nks said they could not pay it back, 
th e r e was noth ing for us to do but to 
leave it there and hope at some later 
day she could re t u r n the money or the 
credit. 
A nother use the 
local 
bank 
can 
m a ke of its su r p lu s credit is to loan 
it to Hie Federal Govern men t. if d oes 
this when it buys a United States Gov- 
j e m i n e n t bond. 
W h a t does the Gov­ 
e r n m e n t do with th e money? 
They 
may give it to the F a r m Board to help 
support the farm er, to the R ec onstruc ­ 
tion Finance C orporation to help tho 
railroads, to the 
Y’e t e r a n s ’ 
Bureau, 
which will loan it to the w ar veterans, 
or the F edera l G o v e rn m e n t may use it 
for some public w ork s program.
